Southern Yemen at the southern tip 
of the Arabian Peninsula. 
T h e 
announcement

passengers' release was made by 
M oham m ed Nasser, director of civil 
aviation at Aden airport who had 
conferred earlier by telephone with 
Sen. Kennedy. 
N asser 
said 
ministers of the 
P eo p le's Democratic Republic of 
Y em en , 
a 
Marxist 
government, 
stepped in to negotiate with the 
hijackers. 
“ F'ollow ing 
three 
hours 
of 
negotiations in the afternoon with 
the hijackers the hijackers agreed 
w ith the request...to allow the male 
passengers to leave the plane. " 
The men quickly climbed down 
ladders and boarded buses for the 
eight-m ile trip from the airport to 
variou s hotels in downtown Aden. 
Young Kennedy was taken to the 
C rescent Hotel in Aden. 
N asser said the 16 crewmen were 
in “ no danger " and that he was 
uncertain what the "request and 
d em an d s" of the hijackers were 


The 
hijackers, protesting West 
G e rm an aid to Israel, first freed a 
group of women, children and an old 
m an, then later permitted the other 
passengers to go free. Among those 
still held were nine stewardesses. 


Young Kennedy boarded the plane 
in N ew Delhi with several other 
A m erican s after touring Bangladesh 
w ith his uncle, Sen 
Edward M. 
Kennedy. 
The

e a rlie r and his 19-year-old nephew 
rem ained behind to tour India.

The passengers were released in 
two groups—first the women and 
children and then the other male 
passengers 
who

Nixon, Chou En-lai in conference 
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Supreme Court won’t speed up appeal 


W ASHINGTON (UF’Ii—The Supreme Court today refused to give 
speeded up attention to California's appeal from a decision preventing 
the state from cutting child support to families with other types of 
income. 
The decision was handed down bv the California Supreme Court on 
Dec. 6. 1971 
California Attorney General Evelle J Younger asked the court to 
hear the case along with a similar one from Texas scheduled for 
argument today. This plan would have required postponement of the 
Texas case. 
The court denied the Younger application without comment 
The California lawsuit was brought jointly by the Long Beach Legal 
Aid Foundation and the San Francisco Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
Foundation on behalf of welfare recipients whose benefits would be 
cut under one of the provisions of the State Welfare Reform Act of 
1971. 


They won a ruling in the state Supreme Court that the cut is 
unconstitutional 
Under U.S. Social Security standards, California established a 
"standard of need" for a family of four at $314 a month But states are 
not compelled to pay the full standard of need They may fix a 
maximum payment or pay a percentage. Half the money is supplied 
by

federal 
government 
and 
half 
bv 
state 
and 
county 
appropriations 


The old law California had fixed a maximum monthly payment of 
$260. The 1971 law raised it to $280. 


But the former practice was to deduct outside income such as wages 
or veteran s benefits trom the $314 The new law provided that it be 
deducted from the $280 Thus if a family had $50 a month outside 
income, it would receive $264 under the old law but onlv $230 under the 
1971 statute

Nobel Prize winner dies

Awarded the Nobel Prize in 1963. she was 
the first woman to be so honored since 
Marie Curie won the prize for discovering 
radioactivity in 1903. Dr 
Mayer was 
honored for determining how particles in 
the nuclei of atoms behave 
She was born in 1906 in a section of 
Germany that is now part of Poland. She 


studied at the University of Gottingen and 
came to the United States in 1930 
Dr Mayer, who became an American 
citizen in 1933. was the co-author with her 
husband in 1951 of a work dealing with the 
elementary 
theory 
of 
nuclear 
shell 
structure. 


She lived in La Jolla. Calif., and was a 
fellow of the American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences and the National Academy of 
Sciences. 
She is survived by her husband, a son. 
and a daughter.

PEKING (UPIi —The revolutionary Chinese ballet per­ 
formed for President and Mrs. Nixon tonight, “ The Red 
Detachment of Women, 
was a highly professional, 
intensely dramatic, smooth flowing performance. 
The Nixons capped a busy dav bv attending the two-hour 
ballet with Premier Chou En-Lai. A translator sat 
them to explain the action on the stage, and the Nixons 
appeared to enjoy a performance that drew tremendous 
applause from an enthusiastic crowd at the Great Hall of 
the People. 


At first the stage was barren save for the small cast 
which danced in a thin shaft of spotlight that changed from 
red to blue to white Scenery and props entered the act in 
what might be interpreted as the second act. 
The dancing was graphic and highly melodramatic. The 
dancers performed to fast, exciting, symphonic music. Not 


only were the actions ol the ballet portrayed in body 
movements, but in the changing expressions of the dancers 
The story was of a young girl who joined the Communist 
army. The setting is a Communist village during the 1930’s, 
a village surrounded by Japanese invaders ultimately 
repulsed by the dedication of the army volunteers. 
Costumes were simple and characteristic of Peking 
street clothing. The prima ballerina, an attractive young 
girl, wore a loose-fitting, burgandy pajama-tvpe outfit. A 
long dark braid was flung over her shoulder and hung down 
in front. 
The ballet was seen by early morning television viewers 
in

interpretation of its story by Chinese commentators. 
The second act of the performance, with an expanded 
cast, contrasted sharply with the first act that used fewer 
than half a dozen performers.

The First Lady spent about 75 minutes on her first solo 
outing in Peking touring the kitchen of the Peking Hotel, 
whose chefs are acknowledged masters of the ancient art of 
Mandarin cuisine. 
I love Chinese cootfing anywhere in the world, but it’s 
especially good in China," she told reporters. Then she dis­ 
closed that “ my husband always has cottage cheese for

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Openings for “ glamor jobs” 
are generally quickly filled. 
“ Glamor jobs” are ones in 
which a woman can meet 
famous or important people, 
where she can work in an ex­ 
citing atmosphere (as gal 
Friday to a news magazine 
editor; 
as assistant to a 
famous trial lawyer; as a 
designer at a prestige jew­ 
eler’s). However, as everyone 
knows, many jobs are not 
“ glamor spots.” There are 
many people doing valuable, 
important and efficient work, 
who see nary an important 
person nor a bit of excite­ 
ment. What are the “ little ex­ 
tras” that companies can 
offer as inducements to fill 
these jobs and to keep em­ 
ployes happy once they are 
hired? 


One 
t r e n d 
developing 
across the country is for 
companies to do cosmetics 
makeovers for their person­ 
nel, free of charge, with a 
major cosmetics company 
footing the bill and providing 
the skilled personnel, in ex­ 
change for a chance to intro­ 
duce women to their prod­ 
ucts. 


Such institutions as the 
National B a n k of North 
America, Stevens College, St. 
Lawrence University and the 
Long Island Power and Light 
Company are among those 
which have offered make­ 
overs to their personnel. 


The idea of beauty make­ 
overs is not new. Every young 
girl who went to Hollywood 
and emerged a star was 
made over, from perfectly 
coiffed 
hair, 
to precisely 
tweezed eyebrows, to ex­ 
quisitely 
designed clothes. 
Models get the same treat­ 
ment. At modeling school 
they learn how to turn their 
faces into works of art by 
emphasizing the good bone 
structure and camouflaging 
the 
bad. 
Airline steward­ 
esses are “ made over” at 
stewardess 
training 
acad­ 
emies. where they are taught 
how to achieve their best 
look »hair, make-up and 
clothes) and how to main­ 
tain it daily. 


What is new in the make­ 
over field is its application 
on a 
wider 
basis. 
Some 
stenographers, bookkeepers, 
librarians, clerk/typists are 
also getting the chance to

look better—at no expense to 
them. 


Company management is 
providing the opportunity to 
encourage good grooming in 
office personnel and to boost 
the morale of people in not- 
so-glamorous jobs. 


One major airline has a 
beauty consultant working 
out of the three major New 
York airports, where she 
checks on women staff mem­ 
bers in every department. 
She 
gives 
them 
make-up 
lessons, encourages the over­ 
weight to lose some pound­ 
age, and gives advice on a 
new haircomb or the right 
skirt length. 


Another airline. Pan Amer­ 
ican. recently had a “ mass 
makeover” for its 1,800 fe­ 
male employes working out 
of the Pan Am Building in 
New York. In conjunction 
with a major cosmetics com­ 
pany. the airline sponsored a 
week of 10-minute make-up 
jobs. A brief skin analysis 
(is it dry? oily? normal?) 
was given to each woman by 
the beauty consultants sent 
out by the cosmetics firm. 
Then make-up was applied, 
from 
moisturizer 
base to 
m a s c a r a . 
Approximately 
1,000 of the 1.800 women took 
advantage of the opportunity 
and a company spokesman 
said even more would have 


attended if additional time 
had been available for the 
makeovers. 


Women were told what 
products were used on them 
and, obviously, the cosmetics 
company hoped some women 
would be motivated to go out 
and buy their line. However, 
no products were sold at the 
company’s offices and no 
pressure to buy was exerted. 


According to Peter Pelle­ 
grini, manager of Reserva­ 
tions Administration for the 
company’s New York office. 
“ Within a week after the 
make-up demonstrations, we 
noticed a definite change in 
the girls’ appearances. We 
feel that this has been a very 
definite morale builder for 
the girls who attended the 
presentations.” 


Continuing the makeover 
philosophy, 
the airline 
is 
now 
sponsoring a project 
called “ Career Wear.” It is 
a wardrobe consisting of 12 
pieces, including three differ­ 
ent style jackets, three A- 
line skirts, a jumper and a 
dress. The wardrobe is avail­ 
able in three colors: royal 
blue, cranberry and lime 
(especially good for the dark- 
complexioned w oma n on 
staff). 


The clothes are available 
at considerable discount to 


employes —a 12 piece ward­ 
robe for $260.00. The airline 
invested no money in this 
project. It merely contacted 
a c l o t h i n g manufacturer, 
brought him in and let him 
design the fashions. The air­ 
line also will not make a 
profit on the venture. Its 
purpose is to promote the 
psychological well-being of 
the employes and the well- 
g r o o m e d appearance of 
company respresentatives. 


A c o m p a n y spokesman 
said that the suggestion for a 
s p e c i a l wardrobe came 
simultaneous!} but separate­ 
ly from two branch offices: 
one in Miami. Fla., and the 
other in Los Angeles, Calif. 
In New York, female person­ 
nel jammed the hall where 
the fashion show was being 
held and many filled out 
forms immediately to buy 
the clothes. 


Women have complained 
in the past about employers’ 
restrictions on dress 
and 
grooming. 
Now, it seems 
management is moving from 
the negative commandment, 
"Thou shalt not wear this or 
that’’ to some constructive 
and seemingly well-received 
advice on how female em­ 
ployes can achieve a "better 
look.”

Tackle important 


By M. C.Cockshott 


There is a lot of activity at Fort San Luis these days, with 
one of the best opening season salmon runs ever underway. 
Fish are getting larger and there are many broken rods, 
lines and reels as evidence of the big one that got away! 
First class tackle is a prerequisite for salmon fishing. 
Too many part time anglers, attracted to the lure of the 
salmon, maybe use their gear once or twice and leave it 
until next year with little or no attention. Then comes the 
hit of the season that gets away with rod and line. We have 
seen it happen too often when taking a casual fisherman out 
for the day! 
Since opening day till the middle of last week, 203 boats 
were launched from the Harbor Associates launching 
facility, with some 584 salmon tallied. Quite a few boats 
have permanent moorings and missed the boat count, but 
the fish count is correct. 
Party boats have been doing well, with an average of 
probably two fish per customer. The Pico reports one fish 
over 24 lbs being taken. The A B C. reports large fish in the 
20 lb class. These boats will run daily and a reservation will 
be necessary, especially over a weekend. 
Conditions still look good, but there has been a slight 
swell coming in that might spell trouble. 
A few steelhead had been caught off Arroyo Grande 
Creek, but so far this week the above mentioned swells 
have been more than the average surfer can take. A few 
steelhead have been taken in San Luis Creek, but action was 
slow It appears only the well educated fish understand 
what the fish ladder is for. The water is not good, as there is 
no tidal water getting up to clean out the creek. In other 
words, the dam is responsible for ruining our only steelhead 
water. 
On the freshwater side, the warm weather has started 
things moving in local and nearby waters. 
Cachuma is being heavily fished with lots of very sizeable 
trout being caught in most any part of the lake, thanks to 
the weekly planting Bass action so far on the quiet side, but 
could kick over into fast action with the advent of warm 
water. 
Casitas and Piru Lakes both yielding to some good trout 
catches with bass a good second Catfishing is also starting 
to pick up again. Those who want to try for salmon further 
south might try going out from either Ventura or Oxnard, 
where quite a few salmon are being caught. Apparently 
there is a cold current that is holding the salmon and forage 
fish in that area, as it is not what might be term ed a salmon 
hot spot. A few fish are also being taken out of Santa 
Barbara around the oil rigs. 
In San Luis Obispo County Lopez Lake is giv ing a good 
account of itself, with many limits of catcheable trout. In 
many cases the take includes a few fish in the 12 to 15 inch 
class. Trollers are probably getting the action on the larger 
fish, but the bank angler has been doing well. The weather 
has been warm, and the prevailing wind has sort of faded 
away. Best baits are red salmon eggs or cheese. 


Lake is quite low, and access is feasible to the-one-time 
island at Vista Largo. We have been fishing another one­ 
time island across from the horse corral. It is easy of 
access, and the bottom is fairly free of snags. The water is, 
however starting to get mossy, which makes it heavy on 
bait when reeling in. 
The concrete bridge area is also yielding some nice fish, 
but here again access is from the swimming pool, a rather 
long walk along the main roadway into the recreation area 
Many people walk out on the road, and apparently slide 
down the hillside to favorite spots under the bridge! 
M argarita Lake picking up in bass and crappie We still 
maintain this lake is one to be watched 
Further north, Nacimeninto sends in a very cheerful 
report, with most fishing taking a decided upswing. Crappie 
and white bass beginning to hit in the brush around the 
shallow flats Largemouth bass are now filling stringers, 
the lunkers are still in the deep water, and responding to 
jigs and plastic worms. Smaller ones to 2 lbs. are being 
caught on the flats. 
Catfishing good with fish to 6 lb being taken. At long last 
the water has warmed up, and the white bass are beginning 
to school The best method to employ to get these small 
scrappers is to locate a school by trolling, then work on 
them with most any sort of small feathered or shiny lure. 
Manager Dick Kelsey says that the weekend pressure is 
building up. and that boat reservations are a must to avoid 
disappointm ent. 
The DFG held its first full scale clam census in six years, 
and has determined that the outlook is only m oderate in the 
Pismo Beach area and poor at Morro Bay. Pismo Beach, 
which includes Oceano and La Grande, had no clam set 
during 1971. A few clam s settled on these beaches in 1970, 
but fewer in 1960. 
Biologists found moderate numbers of clam s 3 to 6 years 
old. although clam m ers are cropping off the 5 and 6 year 
clams as they reach legal size. Few clam s are being taken 
older than 6 years except on an occasional sand bar.

Child-sized world, 


nursery school

MUDPIES? No, it’s finger painting with chocolate 
pudding, and a good portion of the fun comes from 
licking your fingers. 


Imagine a room full of rambunctious three-year-olds. Some are learning 
about telephones. Others question a teacher oh the nature of the fish in the 
aquarium 
Studying sea shells with magnifying glasses occupies a few 
more children. Cutting, drawing, pasting and painting provides still others 
with an artistic outlet. 
These are some of the activities available for three, four and five-vear- 
olds at the United Church Nursery School, 3346 Constellation Road A 
private school, it is licensed by the State of California Department of Social 
Welfare. 


Mrs. Sylvia Harris is the school’s founder and director. She opened the 
nursery school 10 years ago this month. 
With a Bachelor of Arts degree in Psychology, a background in social 
work and a long list of education courses, Sylvia is well-qualified in her 
work. She is currently getting her Masters degree in Human Development 
under the auspices of a Federal fellowship grant at Pacific Oaks College in 
Pasadena. 


United Church Nurserv School is more than iust a school, it’s a total 
experience. Sylvia s philosophy is 
learn by doing. 
She and her statt give 
the children as many different learning opportunities as possible. 
Some of the varied experiences have included a trip to Safeway, a jaunt to 
a gas station and visits by a doctor and a nurse to the school Sylvia says the 
children are constantly questioning everything they see. They learn from 
the answers they receive. 
This question and answer process is carried over in everything they do At 
their morning juice break, the children ask about what they are eating One 
morning they had eggs. One child wanted to know how the chicken made the 
egg Another wondered how it grew from the egg to the chicken 


Sylvia feels that nursery school is important for a child's social develop­ 
ment She states that her purpose is not primarily to teach them how to read 
and write, but to have them interact on a social level The school prepares 
the children for leaving home and entering the social world. As Sylvia puts 
it. it's a gradual weaning away from their families. 
According to Sylvia, this does not mean that the school is a substitute for 
home life. The school is meant to supplement a good home, making 
available equipment, companionship and activities that will aid the children 
in their emotional and social growth. 
State standards require a 12 children to one adult teaching ratio This 
nursery school provides and eight to one ratio which Sylvia feels is easier on 
the teachers and better for the children Approximately 12 women are on 
the teaching staff.

GENERAL SCIENCE is an elective. Three children 
explore the wonders of nature through magnifying 
glasses. 


Augmenting the regular staff are four high school students who work at 
the nursery school under the work education program Several students 
from Allan Hancock participate in differnet capacities as a requirement for 
their courses in Early Childhood Education. Home Economics students 
from Vandenberg Jr. High have visited the school to observe the children as 
part of a child development unit. 


Ann Bockius, Assistant Director, is in charge of the afternoon activities. 
Children who attended Kindergarten in the morning come to the nursery 
school under the extended day care program. This allows working parents 
the assurance that their children are being adequately cared for 


In addition to the regular program. lOexcentional children also attend the 
school When the parents of one of these children requests that their child be 
admitted, the child is first tested at the Tri-Counties Regional Center in 
Santa Barbara. This evaluation helps the teachers deal witn a cnna s 
individual needs. 
There is a lot gorng on at the little nursery school on Constellation Road 
The days when a child went to nursery school just to play and take naps is on 
the way out.

With a clatter, a roar and much shrieking, the horseless carriage wheeled 
around the corner at the terrifying speed of 12 mph. Linen dusters, veils and 
hats were well-pinned on. Good natured kidding and jeering ushered in a 
new era. 
Aroung 1900, the first automobiles appeared in Lompoc. They were steam 
driven, as most vehicles were before the internal combustion engine design 
was improved for practical use. 
Dr. H.C. Dimock drove one of the first autos into town accompanied bv 
William Hall The steam-driven car was purchased in Los Angeles It took 
them three days to drive up the coast. That was rapid travel for those days 
Advancement of automobile travel was held up in the United States 
rimarily because of the conditions of the roads. This country had grown 
cause of railroads. Road improvement wasn’t deemed as nec essary as 
rail advancement. Even if a person had a car when they were first available 
there was the danger of having it rattle apart because of pot holes and ruts 
in the road 
The mass-production of Ford s Model-T provided a car within th e m e a n s 
of nearly everyone. Ford's detemination proved that autos weren t just a 
fad They were here to stay, and soon, road betterment was everyone s 
concern 
By the second decade of this century, cars were becoming commonplace 
Several enterprising men opened garages in Lompoc* and had a good deal of 
business. 
Bell and Canfield ran the Lompoc Gargae A E Canfield was more than 
just a mechanic. On July 4, 1913 he won the 50-mile race on the new race 
course at Ocean Park, th is main event was preceded by foot, horse and 
motorcycle races. 
Hupmobiles were advertised at the Pioneer Garage in 1918 That same 
year. Doc and Bill’s Garage feature six difrerent models of Chandlers 
By 1920 in Lompoc, issuing traffic tickets became part of the constable s 
duties Automobile accidents were constantly in the news. People were still 
learning how to handle their new toys. And. the first auto safety campaign 
was organized in this city. 
When a new shipment of cars cam e to town, it was cause to place a 
be 
back later" sign on the door and join the appreciative crowd down at the 
local dealers ogling new models. People were swept up by an idea that had 
been derisively laughed at several years earlier.

Council called for a review of 
ordinances covering housing to see 
if they could profitably be rewritten 
to accomodate innovative housing 
proposals that were on hand.
